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Young Man in a Hurry 


N a hot August evening this sum- 

mer, a party precinct captain ap- 

peared at niy house. He happened 
to represent the party whose candidates 
I do not favor. He gave me a canned line 
of stupidities, left his campaign litera- 
ture, and went on to the next house. 

A few minutes later another stranger 
arrived, and asked if he could have just 
five minutes of my time to present his 
views of the issues in the coming elec- 
tion campaign. He was a young man, 
thirtyish, and he got an affirmative an- 
swer to his request. After explaining that 
he was not affiliated with any party, that 
he was a vet with a young family, and a 
full time salesman for an oil company, 
he began his presentation. For five min- 
utes I listened to the most sincere, im- 
passioned plea for support of a congres- 
sional candidate opposed to socialism 
and big government that I have ever 
heard. He concluded by telling me that 
he represented no party, no organization, 
and that he had decided that the world 
he was living in and raising his children 
in was in such a critical condition that 
he ought to use his experience as an oil 
salesman to try to sell some political 
views on his own. 

When I told him that he had failed to 
sell me I got both barrels of what was 
obviously an unprepared, amateurish, 
but nevertheless convincing sales talk on 
socialism and its threat to everything 
American. He wound up by telling me 
that if | would not buy that he was wast- 
ing his time and had better be on his 
way, because he was trailing the precinct 
captain every night, selling against him. 

At this point, I got a chance to tell him 


that the only reason he had not sold me 
was because I believed everything he 
had said. I had to add, however, that he 
had sold me a reaffirmation of faith in 
the youth of the country, not because he 
happened to be on my side, but because 
he was making a political campaign a 
matter of personal interest and responsi- 
bility. 

If the current generation of filtyish 
Americans had had the same sense of 
responsibility this young oil salesman 
has, there would be no socialism or big 
government issue in this campaign. We 
would have established both firmly 25 
years ago, or we would have so com- 
pletely refuted both that they never 
could become issues again. It has been 
indifference that has given rise to the 
current issues and the confusion that 
surrounds them. 

Practically everything that is printed, 
televised or radioed today admonishes 
the readers, viewers or listeners to regis- 
ter and vote. It isn’t enough for profes- 
sional salesmen to stop here. There are 
nights, Saturdays and Sundays available 
for a tremendous political selling job. 
If every salesman would enploy his tal- 
ents like the young oil salesman—the 
young man in a hurry—chasing a pre- 
cinct captain to countersell him, there 
would be no need to admonish the pub- 
lic to register and vote. It would do both, 
and voting would be by studied convic- 
tion, one way or the other. The building 
industry has thousands of professional 
salesmen. How many of them are young 
men in a hurry—in a hurry to sell politi- 
cal issues on a volunteer basis to the 
public?

Washington, September 19, 1952 


>» REGULATION X IS SUSPENDED. The Federal Reserve Board announced the end, effective 


September 16, when it was learned August housing starts were below the 1,200,000 per 
year rate. 


> THE SUSPENSION is on conventional mortgages. The board also relaxed credit controls 
on commercial construction. The law allowed retention of a 5 per cent downpayment 
requirement on housing but the board apparently felt this would be a meaningless ges- 
ture. Simultaneously, HHFA announced relaxation on FHA and VA mortgages. New FHA 
requirements are from 5 per cent to 20 per cent, as fixed by the National Housing Act 
and “Regulatory Limitations." Under Reg. X, FHA downpayment ranged from 5 to 40 per cen?. 


> MINIMUM DOWNPAYMENT requirements on VA guaranteed home loans will now be 5 per cent 
on housing priced above $8,400 instead of increasing up to 35 per cent. For houses 
priced from $7,009 to $8,4C0, the minimum downpayment now is 4 per cent. No down- 


payment is required on housing priced at $7,000 or less but closing costs must be 
paid in cash. 


> TIME LIMITS allowed for paying off Government-aided mortgages remain as before: 
#25 years on housing valued at $12,000 or less, 20 years for those costing more. 


> COMMISSIONER GREENE OF FHA announced that the maximum FHA-insured loan for single 
family dwellings will be $14,000. This limitation is designed to increase incentive 
"for builders to work in the moderate and lower-priced housing fields, Mr. Greene said. 


> AUGUST HOUSING STARTS were estimated at 99,000 by the Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
The seasonally adjusted annual rate for August was 1,035,000. 


> NPA HAS PROMISED HOMEBUILDERS that materials controls will be relaxed substantially 


Mext April l. The agency so advised the Construction Industry Advisory Committee at a 
meeting late last month. 


> THE LET-UP MIGHT COME SOONER. NPA set the April 1 date but agreed to review the 
materials situation again within a few weeks to see if earlier relaxation is possible. 
In the meantime, the agency plans to go ahead and issue an order with the April 1, 1953, 
effective date "so that builders can do the preliminary planning for future construc- 
tion and place advance orders with suppliers." 


> THIS ORDER will allow builders to place purchase orders at any time, provided such 
orders do not call for delivery before April 1, 1953, NPA said. 


> STEEL IS THE THING that has controls officials worried. Military production lost 
as a result of this summer's steel strike must be made up before increases can be 
permitted in civilian uses. 


> BUT STEEL PRODUCTION HAS BOUNCED BACK FAST. By September 1 the mills were producing 
at peak capacity, and it looked like military order backlogs would be overcome con- 
siderably ahead of schedule. In that case, NPA may decide to move up to January 1 the 


date for relaxing homebuilding controls. Another meeting with the decontrol "task 
force" is scheduled for October 29. 


>» PROMISED RELAXATIONS in store are these: (1) allowing the use of 1,500 pounds of 
structural steel per unit in residential construction; (2) permitting, for the first 
time, some self-certification for recreational, entertainment and amusement con- 
Struction; (3) authorizing, also for the first time, self-certification procedure for 


builders of multi-unit residences; and (4) increasing self-certification allowances 
for most other types of construction. 


> DISTRIBUTORS of brass mill products received NPA permission to acquire increased 
quantities of such products this month in order to meet customer demands. With stocks 
of steel pipe at low ebb, NPA feared a shortage of plumbing and heating materials would 
halt construction of homes in.many areas. Relief was granted to provide these mate- 
rials in the form of brass mill products. 


' 
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pALUMINUM AND COPPER supplies, at the moment, are sufficient “to meet all important 
needs of both defense and civilian production," NPA reports. These two metals have 


been taken off the government's list of "most critical" materials, but remain under 
control nevertheless. 


> TOP-LEVEL SHUFFLE of mobilization officials this month made Henry H. Fowler the 
nation's new Defense Mobilizer. Mr. Fowler has been chief of DPA-NPA. His new job 

is the one Charles E. Wilson held until he resigned over the steel dispute. Dr. John R. 
Steelman, assistant to the President, has filled in since Mr. Wilson left. 


> TIGHE E. WOODS, well known as rent stabilizer, is the new head of OPS. He succeeded 
Ellis Arnall. James McI. Henderson, general counsel of ESA, was named to replace Mr. 
Woods as Director of Rent Stabilization. 


> OUTLOOK FOR HOME SALES during the remainder of the year is good, according to a new 
Federal Reserve Board study. Increased housing starts since last winter, modifica- 
tion of credit regulations and continued high levels of personal income “suggest that 
sales of new houses will continue at a high level or increase in the months ahead.* 
FRB also found indications of a “substantial market” for housing in 1953. 


> SOME FACTS about the prospective home buyers were pointed out in the FRB study. 
Almost a third of the- prospects had 1951 incomes of less than $4,000; about half of 
them are veterans; and about 4 out of 10 prospective buyers already own houses. 


>» A HOUSE COMMITTEE headed by Representative Olin E. Teague of Texas has issued its 
long-awaited report on the VA loan guaranty program. The committee was critical of 
many VA activities, particularly irregularity of officials in some regional offices. 


>» ONE MAJOR RECOMMENDATION of the Teague committee: Give VA full supervision of con- 
tract terms between sellers and GI home buyers. The group said VA should be specifi- 
cally authorized to require that sales contracts incorporate plans and specifications; 
that specific details of closing costs and date of delivery be included; and that such 
contracts stipulate construction has been in accordance with minimum VA standards. 


> ANOTHER FEATURE of these VA-supervised sales contracts would be a one-year guarantee 
or warranty on heating, plumbing, electrical fixtures, dry basement, a sound roof 
and, if septic tanks are used, a satisfactory septic tank. 


> VA SHOULD FURNISH VETERAN home buyers with an information manual, explaining the 
responsibility of the veteran, the builder, and the realtor. This booklet, the committee 
said, “should explain common legal terms used in real estate transactions and should 
warn the veteran of common construction defects and the dangers of inadequate sales 
contracts and sharp real estate practices." 


>» LEGISLATION WOULD BE REQUIRED to effect these changes. Proposals for such legisla- 
tion are certain to be made as soon as Congress reconvenes next January. Chances of 

adoption look good. Representative Teague, a Democrat, is top-ranking member of the 
powerful Veterans Affairs committee, and is in good position to push such legislation. 


>» HOMEBUILDER SPOKESMEN, while resenting some implications of the Teague committee 
report, have indicated industry support for many of the recommended changes. NAHB 
President Alan E. Brockbank said his organization concurs “with many of the findings 
and recommendations," and will pledge "full cooperation" to any congressional group 
attempting to establish fair standards of protection to home buyers. 


>» FNMA resumed purchases of eligible FHA-insured and VA-guaranteed mortgages early 
this month. Only those mortgages insured or guaranteed since February 29, 1952, are 
eligible, and the agency can acquire only limited amounts of a lender's portfolio, 
i.e., 50 per cent of the dollar amount of VA mortgages and 25 per cent of the dollar 
amount of FHA mortgages. FNMA has about $400,000,000 for such purchases. 


> HHFA SUBMITTED ITS ANNUAL REPORT to Congress this month. The report covered activi- 
ties during the calendar year 1951, and contained, among other things, this comment 

on housing costs: "Over the years, the high cost of housing has been a major handicap 
in achieving a more adequate distribution of housing, particularly for families with 
average or less-than-average incomes. So long as costs remain high, they pose a 
serious threat to the future prospect of maintaining the high level of production which 
the industry has proved capable of achieving. . .. At current costs and price levels, 
there is reason to doubt the continuance of an adequate market. 


> “IF THE PRICE AND COST PROBLEM can be solved, thereby opening new markets for the 
industry in the middle- and lower-income groups and in housing replacement, there is 
reason to believe that we can look forward to achieving a stabilized production at very 
high levels, after the objectives of the national defense program have been attained."

Outlook for ‘53 —- 
Prosperity, Yes; Tax Relief. No 


Will there be a market for a million new homes next year? 
Will the American economy continue at its present high prosperity 
level? 
Will the present rate of taxes be lowered? 
Recent national surveys indicate that the answer to the first two 
questions will be “yes"—and to the last question “no.” 
Obviously, the market for new homes next year will depend upon the 
general prosperity and productivity of American business. Let's look at 
few important facts 
1. The major prop of prosperity is the high volume supplied by 
defense and military production. The spending for arms in January 
was at an annual rate of less than $48 billion. Today, it is about $54 
billion and by the end of 1952, the pace will be stepped up to $60 billion 
2. Companies which have poured many millions of dollars into new 
factories which have been standing idle will be working full-time by 
the end of this year. Our total industrial capacity has increased by 
$125 billion since the end of the war and will soon reach a total of 
$137 billion 
3. Strangely enough, the recent steel strike will help manufacturers 
in many lines. High inventories have been worked off and substantial 
shortages exist. Many businessmen and consumers who have been 
waiting for prices to drop are now coming back into the market 
The tax outlook is not so cheerful. The staggering sum of $65 billion 
will go this year to military or foreign aid. Next year, 78 cents of every 
tax dollar will be taken for a constantly expanding program to meet the 
threat of Russia’s plans. Here is a graphic, simple picture of the Budget 
Dollar for next year

If the home builder of a hundred years ago had been able to look 
ahead to this time, he would have been mightily astonished at the colossal 
cost of our government and the high taxes imposed today 
In 1852, there were 33,000 Federal employees. Today there are 2,500,000 
civilians on the Federal payroll and 3,630,000 working for state and local 
governments—a total of more than 6,000,000 persons 
Obviously, with one out of every ten employed persons working for 
the government, and with the staggering military program, there is no 
hope of the present heavy tax load being decreased for a long time to 
come. 
However, as the armament program expands and new plants are built 
and work full-time, new homes will be in demand and people will be 
able to buy. Although the long range outlook and the volume of our

Moisture Under Tile 


We had a problem develop in 
one of our residences to which 
we have been unable to find the 
answer. Perhaps you can help. 

Description: Sandy soil was 
built up 18 inches above general 
ground level; five inch stone on 
top of this; next three to four 
inches of concrete. Sealers were 
used. Asphalt tile covers the 
whole area. In place about one 
and a half years. Tile is not loose 
on the floor. 

Problem: Moisture of some de- 
scription coming between joints 
in tile.

House closed for five months 
Found floors in two rooms with 
this moist condition. In some 
places edges of tile spewed up 
like an ant hill except in straight 
line with joints.

Surface Water Seepage 


Kindly advise as to what I can 
do to prevent seepage of rain 
water under the foundation and 
floor of a new house or how to 
cope with the situation.

In the event that a sewer is not avail- 
able in your area, it will then be 
necessary to connect the drain tile to 
1 sump pump located in the basement 
and then dig a dry well at some low 
point on your property with a pipe 
connecting the sump pump to the dry 
well. The pump will remove all the 
water that accumulates around the 
foundation into the dry well

Excessive Moisture 


Here is my problem: Within a 
period of two months after I in- 
stalled an additional bathroom on 
a customer's residence, a mildew 
mold condition developed behind 
the wallpaper above the tile wain- 
scoting on the north wall as well 
as behind a large 4x8 foot glass 
miaror which was secured directly 
to the gypsum board wall. 

This mildew mold ate the sil- 
vering off the mirror and affected 
the waterproof paper directly be- 
low. Upon removing the wall- 
paper and mirror, the excessive 
moisture was discovered. 

I had the mirror re-silvered 
and covered with shellac on the 
backside. I removed the gypsum 
board behind the mirror and 
found the insulation between gyp- 
sum board and vapor barrier dry. 
After replacing with new gypsum 
board, I had it coated with two 
coats of aluminum enamel. The 
mirror was reset and the walls 
papered with the same pattern of 
wallpaper 

Approximately eight months 
later, I found the same condition 
developing again; that is, the mir- 
ror back being affected and the 
wallpaper mildewing. Upon ex- 
amination (the mirror and some 
ot the wallpaper was removed) I 
found the walls wet again. The 
mildew mold had developed on

Stationary glass to the right of the 
front door was changed to glass 
jalousies of the same size, in ob- 
scure glass. 


Short wall to left of phone loca- 
tion ir entry hall wes eliminated. 
This area was made to serve card 
table storage, a cabinet above the 
table storage, and a small panel 
of open shelves to right of phone. 


Short separation wall between liv- 
ing room and dining room was 
deepened to include a generous 
bookcase that faces the fireplace 
The entire wall area of the dining 
room from this bookcase around to 
the angle break on the outside 
wall was paneled with Piech Pine 
from South America. So was the 
double-action door to the kitchen. 


Entire wall surrounding fireplace 
was changed to Tennessee Quartz- 
ite.

Narrowing the linen closet in the 
hall made it possible to construct a 
built-in dresser in the bedroom, 
using the space next to the chim- 
ney loriginally given to television 
space).

Other business courses which 
schools may require are: marketing, 
salesmanship, credits and collections, 
and imsurance.

factures floor and built-in wall incinerators suitable for 
new houses, small professional offices and clinics.

rhe unit is placed in the wall at the chimney location, 
in the position shown in Figs. 1, 2, and 3. At least one 
course of block or brick is located above the intended

finish floor. Heating plant flue or separate flue location is 
used. Fireplace flue ash drop is never used. As in Fig. 3, 
flue tile is placed directly over the opening in the top of 
the incinerator. Firebrick is used as indicated at point “A” 
if necessary to avoid extra cutting The block voids are 
filled and a cement or mortar ash pit floor is grouted in, 
as shown at point “B". The unit must be set so that there 
is a smoke-tight seal between the incinerator and the flue 
(point “A”) 

When masonry work has been completed, run a %-inch 
gas line and connect it to valve ( Fig. 2, point “C”). Before 
placing unit in service, turn screen clips at “D", Fig. 3 
and remove screen. Then clean all mortar drippings and 
debris from the area at “A” and re-install screen. Point 
“E” is a typical location of furnace or water heater smoke
